RIME MINISTER. TRUDEAU’S 

assertion that Quebec’s Premier 
Johnson is attempting to establish 
@ series of precedents for provincial 
sovereignty in international affairs 
gives a much more serious aspect 
to. the—current, controversy over 
Quebec representation at educa- 
tional conferences abroad. Such a 
situation justifies Canada’s national 
government in taking a firm stand, 
particularly when it is obvious that 
the province is receiving assistance 
from General de Gaulle for its ef- 
forts to establish independence in 
dealings with foreign powers. 


Mr..Johnson has questioned Mr. 
Trudeau’s motive in clarifying the 
situation, calling it an electioneering 
gambit. But Canadians will applaud 
the Prime Minister’s move to make 
important public business known to 
the public. This is particularly so 
when the ‘continued existence of 
Canada as a sovereign nation could 
be imperilled. If every province— 
and such a power could not be re- 
stricted to one—were able to deal 
directly with foreign governments 
rather than through the national 
government of Canada, then Can- 
ada could no longer be considered 
as a unified state by other countries: 
it would be merely a geographic col- 
lection of minor states sharing a few” 
domestic arrangements. 

It is true, as the government of 
Quebec argues, that education isa 
provincial concern. But direct deal- 
ings with foreign governments must 
be the prerogative of the central 
government if there is to be a united 
Canadian nation recognized as such 
by its people. Equally important, 
that unity must be recognized by 
foreign governments.. Attempts to 


destroy it or ignore it, such as Gen- 
eral de Gaulle has lately exhibited, 
can only be interpreted as unfriend- 
ly acts, 

Mr. Trudeau makes jt plain that 
ihe present controversy is not just 
a matter of bickering over constitu- 
tional points: an essential factor in 
our federal nationhood is at stake. 
International recognition of a series 
of precedents such as Quebec is at- 
tempting to establish would almost 
inevitably result in a sovereign 
Status fdr the province of Quebec 
if these were not clearly rejected 
by Ottawa. And such a status for 
Quebec would, in Mr. Trudeau’s 
words, “destroy the country.” 

Premier. Johnson's efforts in 
this regard are still less admirable 
when it is considered that the fed- 
eral government is willing, indeed 
anxious, to have provincial repre- 
sentation on committees invited 
abrodd for discussion of joint mat- 
ters, But such delegations would go 
as Canadian—and be invited as 


* such. In addition the whole matter 


is scheduled for discussion at the 
forthcoming constitutional confer- 
ence, : 

Intrusion of a foreign element— 
and General de Gaulle has exhibited 
no qualms about this—has exacer- 
bated Canada’s domestic racial prob- 
lem. But as Mr. Pearson has said 
on numerous occasions, this country 
is quite capable of solving its inter- 
nal problems without foreign inter- 
ference. The international aspect 
should be handled with tact—but 
that should be ng cover for’ weak- 
ness. A. good many friends and 
neighbors today are assessing our 
national viability. We should leave 
them in no doubt. 


Mr. Ball and Manifest Destiny 


F. THERE IS;ANY TRUTH BE- 

hind the rising belief in Wash-* 
ington political circles that Mr. 
George . Ball, ‘recently - appointed 
American ambassador to the United 
Nations, is being ~ groomed for 
the post of secretary of state in the

The 
Conservative leader 
made headlines with 
his London speech 
because it appeared, 
from some passages, 
that he was challeng- 
ing. the government 
on a major economic 
issue.

Mr. Stanfield omitted to note that his 
unspecified but guaranteed income would 
not protect the greater proportion of the 
people whom he singles out as “‘the most 
striking example of the poor in Canada;”” 
namely the Indians and Metis, 

For it would be sheer defeatism to 
suggest that there is no future for these 
people except welfare. The objective 
must be, as it is now, to educate them, 
re-train them, help them to. adjust to a 
modern society and to take advantage of 
its opportunities. | 

In other words, most of them will fall 
into Mr. Starifield’s second ‘category of 
poor persons; those who need help in 
terms of opportunity. How is this to be 
provided? The Conservative leader re- 
fers us to the writings of the Economic 
Council of Canada (which the govern- 
ment also professes to revere). We must, 


he says, heed its advice — which the 
government claims to be doing. We must — 
put more effort and resources into 
manpower training and re-training — see’ 
aiso Mr. Trudeau's speeches. In fact, 
Mr. Stanfield agrees that many present 
Programs are ‘“‘good in concept” al- 
though he naturally claims as opposition 
leader, that a Conservative government 
would implement them with greater 
efficiency.

But perhaps there is something more, 
With all his qualifications, Mr. Stanfield 
has injected into our politics a limited 
concept of the guaranteed income. It will 
be >emarkabie if the limitations survive 
the competition of the parties. Are we 
entering a new chapter of welfare 
politics, with the quest for votes already 
taking precedence over the advice of the 
Economic Council?

in his eyes is illustrated by the real 
reason for his renunciation of candidacy, 
after Sen, Robert Kennedy's announce- 
ment, which he -had. not expected, and 
prior to President Johnson’s withdrawal, ~ 
which he had not expected, either. 


Candidate After All 


When it appeared that the Democratic 
Party would be literally ‘torn to pieces by 
a Johnson-Kennedy “contest, the New 
York governor~figured that it would 
therefore. be “Winner Rockefeller” 


-against “‘WinnerNixon."” If that. was 


going ‘to be the ‘choice, moreover, he 
sensibly foresaw that the Republicans 
would eertainly prefer “Winner Nixon.” 
Then Mr. Johnson’s withdrawal made 
those calculations obsolete, and.-Rocke- 
feller became a candidate after all. 

The thing does not end there, either. 
Sen. Kennedy has won comfortably in 
the indiana primary, but it can easily 
turn out that the already-published Louis 
Harris Survey will affect his fortunes 
even more than the outcome of the 
primary he fought so hard to win. 

The new Harris Survey, for those who 
may have missed it, all too dramatically 
pointed .up Kennedy's trouble with the 
middling group of voters, which fias so 
obviously begun to worry him and his 
strategists: It showed both Vice-Presi- 
dent Hubert Humphrey and Sen. Eugene 
McCarthy beating Nixon by narrow but 
perceptible margins, while it showed 
Kennedy losing to Nixon by 38 per cent 
to 40 pr cent. 

This was with George Wallace in the 
race, and with an. importantly lower 


number of “‘not ‘sures’ than in the tests 
for McCarthy and Humphrey. With 
Wallace once again in the race, Harris 
further found that both Humphrey and 
McCarthy would give Gov. Rockefeller a 
hard run for this money, being only two 
points behind him, while Kennedy trailed 
Rockefeller by. no less than eight points, 


This was an important and dramatic 
change since Harris’ March poll, which 
showed Kennedy comfortably ahead of 
Nixon, To be sure, a single poll like this 
is not guing to have xnuch impact. 

Harris will have to go on finding the 
same problem for Kennedy, and the 
inquiring of Dr. Gallup will Rave to begin 
finding the same thing that Harris has 
just found, before ‘the effect on Ken- 
nédy's fortunes. begins to be really 
painful. And there are all sorts of things, 
including the-Indiana results, that may 
influence the trend of future polls. 

Nonetheless, Jthe \warning signal. 
sounded by this Harris\Survey is very 
loud and clear. The diff ce between 
Harris’ March results: and\May -results 
means, quite’ simply, that Kenriedy’s- 
emotion-charged. and extreme speeches 
prior to the President's. withdrawal hoth 
‘alarmed and repelled great numbers of 
those middling voters whom he has 
belatedly begun to court. r

In the days when hockey scouts were able to sign 15 and 16- 
yéar-olds, the late and respected Alvin Horace Ritchie, one of 
the best-known talent-hunters in the west, once described 
Munro“, ... aS a smooth one. He can*talk to a kid in an out- 
house and have him believe he’s in a florist’s shop buying a 
dozen roses. The kid signs before he discovers the difference.” 

Scotty Munro didn't talk quite as: smoothly during his most 
recent visit to British Columbia. Yet be assured that the 
Canadian Amateur Hockey Association will be asked to take 
some action, if it is possible, for “unnecessary roughing. ed 

In fact, the CAHA can expect a two-fisted attack from the 
B.C. corner. One punch will be aimed at Munro while the other 
will bea jab at the CAHA’s junior committee. 

The B.C. Junior League and the supporting provincial body 
are up in arms about Munro’s statements during the recent 
Penticton-Estevan playoffs. They are incensed at the short- 
changing tactics of the Alberta and Saskatchewan branches. 


First, Mr. Munro-, 

» “The owner-manager ‘of Estevan’s team, now playing off 
with the Niagara Falls Flyers for the Memorial Cup, took one 
look at Penticton and declared; “If this is the best in British 
Columbia, then B.C. is 90 years behind the times.” 

Hockey men bristled in Penticton, New Westminster, 
Kelowna, Kamloops, Vernon and Victoria, where attempts are 
being made to establish the juniors on a solid foundation. Seven 
out of six secretly wished they could catch up to Munro in some 
dark alley. 

Victoria Cougars felt an immediate reaction from the down- 
grading. Working towards next season. Victoria’s executives 
found a sudden* coolness in their efforts to sell program 
advertising. 

“We can take criticism,” announced Cougar manager Bob 
Reid, “if it is justified. As far as I'm concerned, Munro’s 
statements weren't justified.” ‘ 

For all the-talking he did in Penticton, it is interesting to 
note_that “Munro didn’t mention Jim Harrison. The most 
valuable player in the Western Junior League, the Estevan 
forward scored nine of the Bruins’ 26 goals against Penticton, 
(That's one-third of the total, mate!) 


Where did Munro find Harrison? 

Why, in Kamloops, B.C.!!! 

Munro is so unimpressed with B.C. hockey that he “hides” 
promising junior prospects on a team in the Cariboo ¢otintry. 
After a season in the Cariboo, and with the non-registered * 
team, the players later can eross the provincial borders without 
the benefit of an. inter-branch transfer. Because they have been 
“out of organized hockey for a year,” they show;up as non- 
imports. The normal transfer rules all other payers as 
imports. 

For more than 20 years, Munro has operated junior. teams 
in all the gréat citadels—Crow’s Nest Pass, Lethbridge, 
Humboldt, and, now, Estevan. 

Until this spring, Scotty. Munro has never managed to talk 
one of his teams into the Canadian final! He has had good 
teams in the past but generally found a way to out-guess 
himself in the western playdowns. 


This year the odds—if not justice—were on his side. 

Punth No, 2, and the one that brings the BCAHA on the 

run, is a. matter of finances. When Edmonton Movers and 
Estevan played their series in B.C., Penticton had to post a 
guarantee. This was to assure that the visiting teams’ expenses 
would be met. 
‘When the skate shifted to the other foot, neither Edmonton 
nor Estevan was ordered to post a guarantee. Edmonton fell 
about $900 short of’ meeting the B.C. team’s expenses. At 
Estevan, Munro and his pals were short about $1,200. 

Penticton manager George Stolle contacted Earl’Dawson of 
Rivers,- Man., chairman of the junior playoffs. Dawson 
suggested Stolle-make up the-shortage “‘out of the B.C. gates.” 

Stolle balked. So did the B.C. body, which remembered that 
the same “one-way guarantee” system was used last spring 
when Bob Fenton’s. New...Westminster Royals tackled the 
Prairie teams. 

This time, the BCAHA did much more than argue. The B.C, 
body has ordered a freeze on all monies from the junior series, 
including the customary 15 per cent cut to the CAHA. 

“We're not sending one cent out of the province until this 
thing is cleared up,” said secretary Ivan Temple. ~ 

“That includes the CAHA’s-share . . .””
